Minister s Integrated Urban Poverty Eradication Programme

(2 ) No entry in any private premises under sub - rule (1 ) shall be 
made after sunset and before sunrise . 


2. The salary grants if any will be released in six monthly 
instalments and the non -salary grants will be released in one 
annual instalment. The salary grants should be utilised within 
the period to which they relate and the non -salary grants 
should be utilised within a period of one year from the date of 
sanction and only for the purpose for which it is sanctioned . Any 
portion of the grant which is not ultimately required will be 
refunded in cash to the Government Treasury . After utilising 
refunding the above sanctioned amount,an Utilisation 
Certificate should be furnished to the sanctioning authority as 
required under G.F.R.19. 


12. Assistance to Officers .— The owners of and every person 
found in , any place in respect of which an officer or employee of

register shall be maintained separately in respect of the grants 
sanctioned and an extract from the register shall be furnished to 
the Governmentannually with the audited accounts after the close 
of the financial year. Such assets shall not be disposed off , 
encumbered or utilised for the purpose other than those for which 
the grant was given , without prior approval of the Government. 
Should the Grantee cease to exist at any time, such assets/ 
{ properties shall revert to the Government. 


7. The Grant- in - aid amount shall be drawn in TR Form No.42 
duly countersigned by the competent authority who also shall 
maintain necessary registers and ensure compliance of all the 
conditions by the Grantee . 


4. The Goa State Urban Development Agency will appoint a 
qualified Chartered Accountant to get their accounts audited . 
However , the accounts will be subject to concurrentaudit by the 
statutory auditor of Government i.e. The Office of the Sr. Dy. 
Accountant General , Panaji. The accounts of the grants shall be 
maintained separately and properly from its normal activities and 
submitted as and when required . 


The cheques will be drawn in favour of theMember Secretary , 
Goa State Urban Development Agency , Collectorate Building, 
Ground Floor, Panaji .
